JUSTICES QF TUB PEACE. 
Mr. Satterwihtk offered an am endm ent providing 
th at there should he one Justice of the Peace iu each 
township instead of two, and strongly urged its 
adoption. 
Ilis plan was to have the Board of Super- 
\ i»ors cut up the counties into us many townships as 
would be ne cssary, but to have only one Justice of 
the Peace in each township, so th at there would not 
be concurrent jurisdiction. 
Mr. J ohnson strongly opposed the motion. 
He 
wanted bacramento to have three Justices of the 
Teaco with concurrent jurisdiction, as at present* 
and moved to amend in th a t way. 
Sacramento city^ 
was all in one township, and one Justice could not 
do all the work. 
Mr. P ardee took the saíne position in regard to 
Oakland. 
Mr. Chaff, held the same views as Mr. Sattcr- 
white. 
» 
.Mr. W endell did not believe it constitutional to 
say th at Sacramento and Oakland should have three 
and other townships one. 
It was m ak'ng special 
legislation in a general bill. 
Mr. Rowell agreed with Mr. Wendell. 
Mr. Brown opposed Mr. Johnson’s amendment. 
After a long discussion of the point, Mr. J ohnson 
offered an am endm ent giving three Justices to all 
townships having over 20,000 inhabitants. 
Lost, by 
a vote of 11 ayes to 11 noes. 
’ Mr. Sattkrwiiite’h amendment was adopted, giv­ 
ing one Justice to.each township. 


REPORTERS* FEW. 
The principal discussion on the bill was had when 
Section 274 was reached, providing for the compen­ 
sation of official reporter* in Courts. 
The bill, as 
originally introduced by Mr. Hiitell, provided that 
the compensation should be $6 per Jay ami 15 cents 
per folio «>f 19J words for transcription. 
The Com­ 
m ittee on Judiciary had re|>oried an amendment 
putting the comj>ensation back at the present rate— 
$1<> |»cr dav, and 20 cents f>er folio, ami providing 
th at where more than one case was tried on the 
same day the Court should divide the per diem 
among the «'ases so tried, so th at the reporter 
s h ^ ld receive $10 for the day’s work, irrespective 
of The num ber of ca-es tried. 
# 
Mr. Cheney moved to amend by striking ou t all 
of the amendment after the words “ tw enty cents 
per foíi«>, ’ so as to leave the law as at pr sent. 
As 
lie understood the am endm ent proposed by the 
Committee on Judiciary a reporter could not re­ 
ceive more than $10 a day, no m atter how many 
«mses he reported 
That m ight be all very well for 
San Fran Jsco or Sacramento, where the official re­ 
porter of the Court has employment from day to 
day throughout the y ear; bu t Senators m ust re­ 
member th at there are counties in this State th at 
are far removed from cities and large towns, and 
whose Courts demand and need a reporter as much 
as the Courts in #he cities, for tney have ju st as 
im portant cases, and frequently more im portant, 
cases than are tri°d in the city Courts. 
In Plumas 
county, one of the counties of his district, there 
were only about forty days occupied in the trial <«f 
causes during the year, and if the reporter could 
only receive $10 per day he would get only about 
$400d u nng the year. 
Ii was not always th at cases 
were transcribe \ 
To do justice to the reporters 
and to offu* inducem ents to really first class men 
who are familiar with their profession and who are 
com petent to do the work, he thought it no more 
than right th a t they should have $10^ for every case 
thev reported.1 
Mr. SaTTKRWHITE said that th% remark of the Sen­ 
ator in regard to securing first-class men reminded 
him how often the same argum ent bad bofen used in 
order to keep up official salaries. 
It was easy to 
have letters from every short-hand reporter, and 
County Cleif<. and Treasurer, and Sheriff in the 
State saving th at they were iu favor of high salaries 
in order tc iccure first cl css men. 
It was the sam e’ 
way all over the country. The reporters row re­ 
ceived $10 a day and 20 cents per folio. That was 
r g h t. 
He thought th at the am endm ent of the 
Committee on Ju d id try was right, bu t the idea that 
we m ust have high salaries iu office in order to ob­ 
tain the best talent was all nonsense. 
Mr. J ohnson asked th e Senator if he ever tn c¿ 
two <»ses in ^ne day. 
Mr. t»ATTHRW!in> *aid that be h;«d. 
Mr. J oh n so n inquired if he charged a fee in each 
CSS' 
Mr. SATTrrwhite sa’.tl th at he had. 
He was only 
saving th at ibis argum ent, th at high salaries m utt 


be paid to secure*the best talent, was the argum ent 
oí all «iffieeholders. 
iir. C h e n e y said th at 810 for each case was not a 
high salary. The reporter in his judicial district 
was a very com petent man, and he knew him well. 
That reporter had reported for the counties of Plu­ 
mas. Liasen and Mpdoc, and he was f»erfectly satis­ 
fied t: at out of all three counties the reporter di1 
not receive to exceed $1,500 a year. 
Now it was 
necessary for the reporter to confine himself to one 
county, because all the Superior Courts would be iu 
ses-ion at the same time. 
It would necessitate three 
rejiorters for those throe counties. They needed and 
m ust have 
reporter in Plutnas county, but unless 
he w»s paid a fair salary—a bread-and-butter salary 
nf $10 for tach cas3 thev eauld not have him. 
Mr Dickinson favored the am endm ent * ffercd by 
Mr Cheney. Thqjiractical application of the am end­ 
m ent proiKosecl by the Cummittee on Judiciary w< -uld 
be to make ihe salaries of the reporters very small. 
Every lawyer knew that a great part of each day in 
Court is taken up in hearing applications for contin­ 
uances. D uring th a t rime the reporter receives noth­ 
ing. He onlv receives comfttnsatiou when testimony 
is being taken down in a case. There would be very 
few days indeed when more than one case would 
come on for trial in any Superior Couit in the State. 
There m ight be some days when the reporters would 
rgpeive tw euty, thirty, or forty dollars ; bu t there 
would be many more cays when he would lose his 
time entirely by going to the Court and no case coin­ 
ing on for trial, and his services not being required 
at all flur4he day. 
Mr. H jttkll 
th at the reporters were the great­ 
est tax on litigation in this State. 
He came up here 
with the intention, and in fact drew the bill so a3 to 
cut down their salaries to $6 per day and 15 cents 
per folio. The Judiciary Committee had decided 
th at that was rather small for the reporters in the 
outside counties, and had agreed upon the amend­ 
ment which had been presented by the committee. 
He m ust say th at for himself it was with a great 
deal of reluctance that he consented to th e amend­ 
m ent allowing $10 a day and 20 cents per folio, pro­ 
vided it was not fixed by the Judge. 
He could not 
see what difference it made to the reporter w hether 
he re[K*rts in one case all day or in four or five cases. 
Mr. D ic k in s o n said he apprehended it would make 
no difference if he was regularly employed.. He 
would ask the gentlem an if he did not know there 
were m »ny tunes when the reporter had nothing to 
do at all. 
Mr. H ittell said that Lis experience was confined 
chiefly to the Courts « f San Francisco. 
In the 
Courts of th at city he had known the reporter to re­ 
ceive as high as $30 and $190 a day in per diems, 
and that was an outrage. They came to the Senate 
and served for $8 a day. 
They m ight or ought not 
be worth it, bu t he had only to hay th at the re­ 
porters of these Courts were the greatest tax that 
there is ujxiu litigation iu the State, and if h* alone 
could cut duwii their salaries he would certainly do 
it. H e was opposed to any change in the am end­ 
m ents os offered by the Committee on Judiciary. 
Mr. C i ie n e y read a sworn statem ent of the re­ 
porter of the Thirteenth Judicial District (TulHre 
county), to the effect that his salary did not exceed 
$1,200 a year. 
11c insisted th at if it was intended 
to have ca.se? reported in the country counties they 
m ust pay $10 for ever} ease that was reported or 
the reporter could not live. 
He thought it a case 
th at appealed to the common sense and judgm ent 
of all the Senators. 
Mr. Z u c k agreed with Mr. Ilittell in reference to 
the fees of reporters. 
He hail had sqme occasion 
to examine the m atter, and had been interview «1 
by a num ber of reporters on this question. 
IIi 
bad several letters iu his pocket from r e n te r s , and 
to hear their argum ents you would think th at their 
services were iuoispeneable, and th at they ought to 
have a salary 
of five or six thousand dollars 
a year. 
He thought you could buy them by 
the dozen for about twenty-five hundred or two 
thousand, ’iie had never found any difficulty in ob­ 
taining a rcjwirter. 
In answer to th e Senator from 
the Twenty-sixth he would £ay th at the fees came 
out of the titigauts, and if they could not obtain a 
reporter for $o they could m ak eu p the difference. 
He did not want a rep irtcr fastened on Sauta Clara 
county, or any other county in the State ».t $10 a 
day. 
was opposed to the amendment, and the 
am endm ent to the amendment, 
lie wante«l th*? 
original section—$0 a «lay and 15 cents a folio for 
transcription. 
He thought th a t was sufficient 
salary for the character of the services rendered. 
These reporters all adm itted th at they only paid 10 
cents a folio for having it transcribed; i hut they 
can get the very best clerical assistance at 10 cents 
a folio. That leaves them a margin of 5 cents a folio 
at 15 cents a foiio. 
Mr. D ic k in s o n asked if the gentleman m eant that 
these amanuenses transcribed from the short-hand 
notes into long-hand. 
Mr. Zuck said th at the Reporter simply dictated 
the notes and the amanuensis wrote it in longhand

W a s h in g to n , January 31st.—Before the 
Senate “ Exodus ” Committee to-day the ex­ 
amination of M. T. Levwnan, Sheriff of 
Greenville, Ind., was concluded. 
H e testi­ 
fied that a colored man named H eath told 
him th at one reason for the colored people 
leaving N orth Carolina was to better their 
condition, and another reason was th at their 
friends in W ashington desired as many of 
them as possible to get out of N orth Carolina 
and into Indiana before the census was taken, 
about M ay 1st, so as to decrease the repre­ 
sentation of N orth Carolina and increase that 
of Indiana. Ten thousand intended to come. 
H eath supposed, when he was making these 
statem ent-, th at witness was a Republican. 
He said the Republicans had agreed to pay 
half the expenses of the trip. 
.O n cross-examination by Windom, witness 
stated th at his county is well settler! u p ; 
there is no demand for labor. 
The dissatis­ 
faction felt on account of emigration Ls not 
because of the emigrants’ color, but because 
they reach there destitute and have to be sup­ 
ported by the county, and because they over­ 
stock the labor m arket.

been persistent in his defense of H ayt against 
the growing opposition and alienation oi the 
best friends of the Indians from the adminis­ 
tration, refusing to entertain complaints 
against him. and even sending him letter- 
transm itted by the President, complaining of 
H ayt’s management, and which were pigeon­ 
holed by the latter w ithout further investiga­ 
tion by Schurz. 
On some occasions H ay t’s 
acts were of such a character th at they 
attracted the attention of the President. 
Some,of his removals were of the most cruel 
character. 
M ^ and women were turned out 
and subjected V great suffering, simply th at 
he might make places for favorites, and when 
called to account for it, he explained his 
course in a way th at was perfectly satisfac­ 
tory to. the Secretary of the Interior. 
I t is 
alleged in New York that there has been an

Stale C errtnoniitl — A rran g cm rn ta Tor n 
Boyal Procession. 
L ondon, January 31st.—In anticipation of 
a State ceremonial on the 5th of February, 
when Queen Victoria will open Parliam ent, 
arrangements are perfecting for a royal pro­ 
cession to and from W estm inster. The Queen 
and Princess Beatrice, attended by the lords 
aud ladies of the Court, will proceed from 
Osborne to Buckingham Palace, where they 
will be m et by the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. 
Prince Leopold and the Duke and 
Duchess of Connaught, and the wife of Prince 
H enry of the N etherlands arrived early yes­ 
terday at Buckingham Palace. Previous to the 
hour fixed for the departure of the royal pro­ 
cession from the palace, H er M ajesty’s crown 
and regalia will be conveyed from the tower 
to the Lord Cluxmberlaiix’s office, when the 
regal jewels wiil be taken in a statu carriage, 
escorted by yeomen of the guard and detach­ 
ments of household cavalry, to the House of 
Lords, where they will remain under guard­ 
ianship of Court officers until the Queen’s 
arrival. 
Her M ajesty will leave Bucking­ 
ham Palace iu state at-a quarter to 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon, the first five carriages of the 
procession being drawn by six bay horses 
each, led by four grooms. 
These equipages 
will contain the great officers of state. 
Im ­ 
mediately following will be a carriage drawn 
by six black steeds, in which will be Prince 
Leopold, M aster of Horse, and lady in w ait­ 
ing. 
The Queen and Princess Beatrice and 
Mistress iff Robcswill occupy state equipaos, 
escoited by yeomen of the guard end detach­ 
ments of household cavalry.

Oldham is improbable, becausa the liimtexl 
companies are ju st beginning to prosper and 
cannot afford to q u it; but there may be p a r­ 
tial strikes, w hich will give the operatives the 
benefit of the strike fur.d from mills which 
continue working. 
Oldham operatives num­ 
ber 7,000, of wh un 3,000 are members of the 
Union. 
There is a strike of weavers at Burn­ 
ley, and one also impends at Rochdale, where 
operatives demand an advance. 
The striking 
spinners at Morsley and Ashton-uuder-Tyne 
have accepted an increase of five ¡>er cent., to 
take effect M arch 1st, and the promise of an­ 
other increase of five per cent, in July, if 
trade continues to improve, and the strikes 
there, which have lasted a fortnight, are now 
ended. 
The dyers at Bradford have struck 
for a reduction of hours. 
Two thousand per­

The Proposed Increase o f Ike ke.-iixan 
A rm y--B ism arck's I'roaexxinme. 
N ew Y’o r k , Jan u ary 31st.— A dispatch 
from Berlin says, quoting from “ an earnest 
and zealous supporter of the G overnm ent:” 
The increase of the effective strength of the 
German arm y is the first move in the deep- 
laid plan directed solely against France. 
Following is the programme of the German 
Chancellor: 
This sinister demonstration of 
the m ilitary strength of Germany is a signifi­ 
cant invitation to France to participate in 
the law of international repression against 
Nihilists, Socialists. Internationalists 
and 
other organizations inteuded to subvert exist­ 
ing governments. 
These dangerous elements 
have attained a power th at renders combined 
action on the part of the various cabinets ab- 
soltrtely 
necessary. 
In 
the Chancellors 
opinion, 
neutrality on the part of any 
of the G reat Powers is inadmissible. 
In 
case France refuses to ciwqverate, G er­ 
many will formally demand 
her 
com­ 
pliance. 
and 
an 
immediate 
inobiliza- 
t: n of th~ German 
and the 
Austrian 
armies will take place, in accordance- with an 
-.ffensive and defensive alliance vriiich has 
Keen entered into between the two Empires. 
Should this repressive law be rejected by the 
Chamber and passed by the Senate, there 
may be a dissolution resulting-from antagon­ 
ism of the two honres. 
I t is thought certain 
th at the French Republicans will not vote 
for the measure. 
The solution of the ques­ 
tion will then hang upon the result of the 
elections. 
Should a Republican m ajority be 
returned to the new Chamber, a refusal of 
the demands of Bismarck will probably fol­ 
low, and after it a sanguinary war with the 
two allied Powers. 
On the contrary, if a 
Conservative m ajority be returned, the revo- 
lutiouary movement will he crushed through­ 
out Europe, and war may be avoided in this 
way. 
In the event of the passage of a law of 
repression and its vigorous enforcement, Ger­ 
many will a t once take the initiative of a gen­ 
era! disarmament, which, by relieving her 
budgets, will tend to secure for her internal 
tranquillity, the friendship of Russia, aud the 
preservation of conquesta of the lat ter Power.

INDIAN KIGI1TING AT \VRANGEL. 
On Saturday, the 24tix instant, the Cali­ 
fornia arrived at W rangel and found an 
Indian war raging. 
'J o compxeheud the 
condition of things, it vriix te necessary to 
understand the Indian mode of Ufe iu tribal 
settlements, and tixeir sysLiiu iff retaliation, 
or “ H uihui.” Oa the shores of Chutham 
.Straits, whic h is a long stretch of nari..w 
water running noithw ard from the southern 
point ot Baranoff island ior two hundred 
miles, is tiie settlement of H i Ochenoo tribe, 
troui which is named the famous Alaskan 
whisky. 
A portion of the tribe, numbering 
ah ut 150, have settled along the shore, im­ 
mediately adjoining the white settlem ent 
at W rnugel to the westward. 
Fronting 
the w hitts to the eastward is the ritiekeen 
tribe. 
The w hites have long had a Mickeen 
Indian lured as policeman to prevent the 
manufacture of hoocbenoo iu either ranch, in 
which Le has been gene:»..} successful. 
Un 
Sunday, the Ilth instant, L . v. Dr. Corliss, a 
missionary, found some cf his Hoochenoo 
congregation drunk, and requested the police­ 
man to break the scills from which they were 
supplied, and this was accomplished without 
disturbance. 
N ext day the 
policeman's 
brother Charlie, in attem pting xx rimilar ac­ 
tion, had his face hurt by Rocchenoos. 
In 
retaliation for this his brother, with a party 
of Stiekeens. went to the Hoochenoo's ranch 
and with clubs ar.d pistols severely beat some 
of th at tribe. 
THE EIGHT. 
The same night the Hoochenoos sent word 
th at they would attack Charlie’s house next 
day, and take from him “ huihui.” (Ju bear­ 
ing this, Charlie locked his house and went 
to some other part of the ranch. 
A bout 11 
o’clock a baud of about eighty armed Hoo- 
chenoos marched through 
town, 
and on 
reaching the Stickeen village deployed into 
line aud advancexl to the 
attack. 
The 
Sticketns gathered to m eet them, and after a 
little skirmishing the lines approached and a 
volley was delivered at about one hundred 
yards. 
Several were killed, and a number 
wounded on both sides. 
Among the killed 
was Toy-A tt, a friendly chief, very much 
liked by the whites. 
The lloochenous, being 
closely pressed, took refuge in Ciiarlit's house 
and i. rtiliert it, and were besieged for the re­ 
mainder of the day.

cert with him, gave them t > understand th at 
the strife m ust oer.-e, or they rnuat light ou 
some other line. 
To the- they ; r p. -i I to 
assent, aud offered to com promts, with blan­ 
kets. 
This settlement, however, is delayed 
through the illness of tiie- woundeu chiefs, and 
on whose life or death everythin:- hangs. The 
committee having fox warded a request to 
Captain Bearilslee, of the Jam estow n, for 
men or arms, men were furnished, with a 
Gatling gun and fifty tt.uixd of rifles, with 
ammunition, in charge of Gunner C liarles 
Stuart, and men to work ’-be Gatli: ■.

The Assembly on Saturday passed a bill

The better part of an aft*rnoon wa3 
spent in discussing this precious measure, 
and finally it received 
the 
affirmative 
votes of many members who must be fully 
aware that it is not worth the papier it is 
printed upon. 
It i:; an attem pt to dis­ 
crim inate against a pe< plo who have been 
guaranteed by the United States the same 
rights, privileges and immunities, in all 
respicts, as arc granted to the subjects of 
th e most favored nation. 
It is, therefore, 
a law in contrsver.tion of one of those 
treaties which the Constitution of the 
U nited 
States 
declares 
to 
he 
fhe 
supreme 
law 
of 
the 
land. 
The 
first 
attem pt to enforce such 
a law 
would bring the question 1 cfore the ju ­ 
diciary, and the statute would 1 eyond a 
doubt be pronounced invalid. 
Some of 
th e arguments used as justification for 
passing so manifestly futile a measure have 
been puerile almost beyond conception. 
For instance, it has been gravely asserted 
th a t members of the Legislature are not 
supposed to know whether a law is uncon­ 
stitutional until it has been construed by 
th e Courts. 
This is tantamount to saying 
th a t members of the Legislature are not 
supposed to possess common sense. 
Mem­ 
bers are, however trrom ously, supposed 
to have intelligence enough to restrain 
•them 
from 
the 
waste of the public 
funds in 
the pierpietration of palpable 
absurdities. 
They are supposed to be 
sufficiently familiar with the Constitution 
of the United ¡States to avoid gross and 
flagrant violations of it, or of treaties made 
under it. 
Nothing but the most unpar­ 
donable demagogism can explain acqui­ 
escence 
in 
a 
measure 
which 
every 
school-boy knows to be a [;nere beating of 
the air, and w hich is so transparently in­ 
effective that it can scarcely even tickle the 
obtuse faculties of the class for whose 
special gratification it lias been adopted. 
We are ashamed when we see a California 
Assembly stooping so low as this, for it 
tends to bring the State into contempt 
and discredit abroad, and to react against 
the purposes which those who advocate 
such preposterous laws profess «to have 
most at heart.

The Board of Slate Prison Directors 
have chosen Mr. J. P. Ames to be Warden. 
This selection is probably as good a one as 
could have been made, without going out­ 
side of* the State. 
Mr. Ames bears a well- 
earned reputation for ability and integ­ 
rity, and it will be in bis power to do a 
great deal of good in bis new position. 
Since, however, the Board has declined to 
seek a specially educated incumbent for 
this office, it has manifestly entailed a 
larger responsibility upon itself for the 
outcome. 
1 he public have for years been 
demanding penal reform, and this de­ 
mand will continue until it is satisfied, no 
m atter wliat methods may be adopted bv 
the authorities. 
The Directors must now 
realize th at they have undertaken to show 
how' the best results may be attained by 
the employment of untrained intelligence. 
1 his is distinctly the proposition to which 
they stand 
committed, and while we 
shall be glad to be enabled to recog­ 
nize the vindication of their judgment, 
we must point out that they have rendered 
it more necessary than ever for themselves 
to demonstrate the soundness of their 
policy. 
Ac the commencement of their 
arduous task they are confronted with a 
question which, if not treated w ith the u t­ 
most caution, may interfere seriously with 
whatever reform plans they wish to put iu 
operation. 
W e refer to the current a t­ 
tem pts to legislate the means of intelli­ 
gent action out of their bands by the en­ 
actm ent of some crude measure in regard 
to the employment of convict labor. 
I t is 
evident th at those who are advocating such 
a measure have no just conception of the 
true relations between the State and the 
convict. 
They seem to think th at but 
two things are necessary: namely, to 
make the State Prison self-supporting, and 
to prevent convict 
labor 
from 
being 
brought in competition with free labor. But 
there is a far larger question behind these, 
and unless 
it 
is 
allowed to control 
them 
wre 
shall 
look 
in 
vain 
for 
any practical scheme of penal reform. The 
tirst and most im portant consideration 
ought be the reform of the convicts, and 
eveiything else should be subordinated to 
that. 
It may be well enough to be able to 
show th at the prison is self-supporting ; 
but unless that end can be accomplished 
consistently with the moral education of 
the convicts, we do not hesitate to say that 
it is not worth an effort. 
As a m atter of 
public policy the chief requirement in any 
penal system must be the restoration of 
the criminal to industrious aud law-abidiug 
habits. 
It would be possible so to employ 
the coDvicts th at their labor paid for their 
subsistence, and j et the State Prison might 
remain what it has been hitherto : a mere 
College of Crime, shaping careers of lawless­ 
ness, and dooming all who entered it to 
hopeless infamy. 


In deciding what industries shall be pur­ 
sued by the convicts it is necessarj' to know 
first what general system of reclamation is 
to be applied to them, for the labor plans 
must dovetail into this general system if 
they are not to render it abortive. 
In de­ 
termining these m atters it must also be 
constantly borne in mind that the kind of 
labor adopted is likely to exercise a very 
im portant influence upon the schemes of 
moral reform put in operation. 
Monoto­ 
nous, distasteful, uninteresting employ­ 
ments, can only brutalize and stupefy those 
who are condemned to them. 
W hen the 
crank system was used in some of the East­ 
ern prisons, it was found th at the men who 
labored the longest at it became prone to 
insanity. 
It was work without an object 
or au interest, and it destroyed the minds 
of its victims. 
It is useless to imag­ 
ine that convicts can be reclaimed by 
making mere machines of them. 
They 
m ust be dealt with from the beginning 
with a full recognition of their manhood, 
and the latent good in their natures must 
be fostered bj' judicious encouragement, 
not crushed by the paralyzing influence of 
a monotonous and cast-iron discipline. 
To 
those who have studied penology all these 
considerations will seem trite, but as we 
are about to attem pt penal reform without 
the aid of any special training in those who 
are intrusted with the work, it is necessary 
to begin at the beginning. 
If the Board 
has any plans already outlined it would do 
well to let the fact be knewu, moreover, 
for the Legislature just now seems disposed 
to try its baud at the problems which 
are developing, ami it is to be feared that 
if it does not 
find 
the Board 
pre­ 
pared 
with a scheme of its own it 
may pass some law which will render fur­ 
ther progress difficult, if uot impossible. 
The idea that there is something formi­ 
dable iu the competition of convict labor 
is one of the delusions which seems to 
have taken a strong hold of certain classes, 
but it is reallj- au idle apprehension, and 
it is to be hoped that it will not be allowed 
to frustrate the reformatory purposes of 
the Board and the W arden. Both of them 
will we are sure find counsel and encour­ 
agement from the press of the State, so 
long as they make it apparent that thej' 
are determined to improve the condition of 
our penal institutions. 


the foolish statem ents of the demagogues 
will find themselves left in the lurch. It is 
the part of common sense, in short, to make 
it clear to all whom it may concern th at the 
Legislature contemplates no communistic 
crusade upon propertj1, and that it does 
not consider its mission to be the driving 
out of all who have accumulated wealth. 
I t is evident th at the great distrust engen­ 
dered bj' the adoption of the new Constitu­ 
tion has not yet been dissipated, nor will it 
be unless the conservative disposition of 
the Legislature now sitting Í3 demonstrated 
in the most emphatic -way. 


Perhaps there are still some who prefer 
to think th at it would be a good thing for 
the State if all our present capitalists were 
driven out. 
The best answer to such rav­ 
ings is th at furnished by the statistics we 
published recentlj-, of tha^uurse of busi­ 
ness in the Union. 
Despite the general 
revival of trade and manufactures, the 
record of California during last 
year 
was signally gloomy. 
The failures were 
unprecedented in number and percentage. 
Everj'line of business suffered, and labor 
most of ail. 
And there can be no doubt 
that the prime cause of this depression was 
the political and communistic agitation 
which pervaded the ¡State all through the 
j'c.ir, 
and 
which 
culminated 
iu 
the 
adoption of the new Constitution. 
That 
was the blighting agency th at stopped in­ 
vestment and improvements ; that checked 
progress in ail directions ; that caused cap­ 
ital to hide itself, and brought labor to 
destitution. 
And like causes will produce 
like effects in the future. 
Before we can 
have a revival of business we must have a 
revival of confidence, and before th at can 
come there must be an abandonment of 
communism in all jts forms and disguises. 
The people must be made to feel that they 
are once more free to CDjoy the fruits of 
industry, without being punished for thrift 
bj' invidious and discriminating taxation. 
It 
m ust 
be 
made 
clear 
th at 
no 
fetters 
are 
to 
be 
placed 
upon 
skill and talent aud enterprise ; th at suc­ 
cess is not to be regarded as a crime ; and 
that the State policj' is not to be controlled 
by a desire to reduce everybodj' to a com­ 
mon level of pauperism. 
This renewal of 
confidence is necessary to the rehabilita­ 
tion of California, and it re»ts largely with 
the 
present 
Legislature 
to determine 
whether it shall he restored. 
The drift 
of capital from our shores has onlj' begun, 
but it is plain enough th at a little more 
reckless legislation maj’ convert it into a 
veritable flood.

TERMS. 


It is said that Mr. Tilden has declared 
himself willing to withdraw from 
the 
Presidential candidacy providing that the 
National Democratic Convention will “ vin- 
“ dicatc ” him by proffering him the unan­ 
imous nomination for President. 
He says 
he will then decline it, giving his reasons, 
and thereupon retire from politics. 
The 
arrangement is neat, but who th at knows 
Uncle Samuel can feel secure as to the com­ 
plete carrying out of the programme ? 
It would be just like th at 
venerable 
schemer to cajole the National Convention 
into 
ottering 
him 
the 
nomination, 
anil then to turn and blast the prospects of 
the party by accepting it. 
The passionate 
persistence with which lie has hugged to 
his heart the belief that he was elected 
last time, is not likely to yield so easilj'. 
It may be doubted w hether he could 
achieve the phj-sieal feat of declining the 
nomination. 
It would thereiore he alto­ 
gether too great a risk for the Democracy 
to encounter. Uncle Samuel had better be 
informed th at lie is out of the race, and 
th at the only service lie can render his 
party henceforth is to honor its drafts upon 
the “ bar’l.”

TH 3 
DRIFT 
OF 
CAPITAL. 


A New York journal discusses the drift 
of capital from California to New York, 
and draws from it several conclusions unfa­ 
vorable to our new Constitution. The idea 
of the journal referred to th at there is a 
natural tendency in capital to flow into the 
national metropolis is, however, of very 
doubtful value. 
The natural tendency of 
capital is to go where the general conditions 
are most favorable, and th at means, where it 
can earn the most with the least risk. 
It 
must never be forgotten, too, that though 
political economy is obliged to treat of cap­ 
ital as though it were a passionless abstrac­ 
tion, in actual life the personal equation is 
always of great importance, and that it 
often influences the drift of capital !n ap­ 
parent opposition to economic laws. 
But 
when it is found that wealthy men are 
withdrawing themselves from a particular 
region in such a manner a3 to indicate 
the operation of some general cause, it is 
a just presumption that there are some pe­ 
culiar and unfavorable-conditions in that 
region. 
When demagogues are seeking to 
carry communistic measures, and to in­ 
flame the prejudices of the poor against 
the rich, they usually talk as though the 
objects of their denunciation were quite 
powerless to help themselves ; as though 
they would bqar patieutly whatever unjust 
and discriminating imposts are placed 
upon them. 
But when the dupes have fol­ 
lowed their knavish leaders, and the evil 
measure is enacted, it becomes evident that 
there was a miscalculation somewhere, for 
then the threatened capitalists wind up 
their business, and solve the problem 
by abandoning a State which has ceased 
to afford 
them 
protection 
and 
fair 
play. 
It 
is 
very 
well 
worth the 
while of 
the 
present 
Legislature to 
reflect upon this, for if any further at­ 
tempts arc made to carry on the war upon 
capital it is already certain that the exodus 
now foreshadowed will set in seriously, 
and th at the credulous gulls who accepted 


Professor Sill, ol the State University, 
writes to a contemporarj' criticising the 
bill which has boon introduced to found a 
Chair of Education at the University, and 
at the same time to abolish the State Nor­ 
mal School. 
He approves of the first 
proposition, but deprecates the second. 
Tiie fact that the State Normal School is 
not w hat it might be does not affect the 
fact that it is all we have in th at line. 
It 
would be better to improve and enlarge 
the school than to abolish it. 
As to the 
Professorship of Education, it is in the di­ 
rection of progress, and if the light man 
can be obtained we agree with Professor 
Sill that it will be a desirable addition to 
tiie University.

W ashington X etes, from Our O w n Corre­ 
sp on d en t. 
W a s h in g to n , February 1st.—Representa­ 
tive Horace Davis has recently come into 
possession of important information, showing 
that the continuance of the existing line of 
steamships running between San Francisco, 
the Sandwich Islands, New Zealand ami 
Australia is seriously impel ¡led by the charge 
of about $ 100,1)00 per annum made by qur 
Government for the transportaiion of the 
Australian closed mails across the continent, 
and fie is therefore actively interesting him­ 
self to induce Fust mas ter-General Key to re­ 
duce this charge for transportation, and, if 
possible, to relinquish it wholly. 
Davis, for 
this purpose, is drawing up a letter in which 
he expects 
to 
be 
joined 
by all 
the 
other members of the Pacific coast delegation, 
setting forth tiie great present ana pros­ 
pective benefits to our country of the trade 
and travel induced hy this line, that would 
be cut off iu a great measure by its discon­ 
tinuance, and calling attention also to the fol­ 
lowing fact-, which as yet are by no means 
generally known : 
I t appears that the 
British Government, viewing with jealousy 
the profits derived 
by our 
people, not 
only from the transcontinental travel, but 
more especially from our trade with Austra­ 
lia and New Zealand (which now pays us a 
cash balance of about $5,000,000 per annum), 
lias already taken steps to divert the travel 
and trade to England, via Suez Canal. 
For 
this purposea fast steamship line has been sub­ 
sidized, touching at Ceylon dud carrying the 
English mails via the Suez Canal and Brindisi, 
Italy (no mails being sent now via the South­ 
ampton steamers), and the rate of postage by 
the new line has been reduced to seven-pence, 
with a prospect of further reductions, and as 
an additional means of detaching New South 
Wales aud New Zealand from the support of 
the line to San Francisco, and thereby break­ 
ing it down, the English Government makes 
our heavy charge for continental transporta­ 
tion a subject of persistent complaint to these 
provincial Governments, and threatens to add 
it to the heavy burden which thej- already- 
sustain in the payment of $150,000 annual 
subsidy to this line, which is more, perhaps, 
for our profit than their own, as we derive 
the largest sisare of benefit from their

except the beg­ 
garly amount of the sea-postage. It is 
believed that Postmaster-General Key, in

discharge their liabilities, and say they w ill 
return and pay up this week. 
The first en­ 
gagem ent was that^ of a sterling stock com­ 
pany, with «John E. Owens as leading man, 
and new and old comedies as the attractions. 
The second embraced gym nastic, acrobatic, 
ballet a nd semi-minstrel people. Both troupes, 
in their lines, were good. 
Both adhered to 
the old price.-; both made financial failures. 
The reasons assigned by the theatrical people 
are, the uncomfortable character of the audi­ 
torium, inability to make the house warm, 
the heavy charge for rental, licenses, etc., the 
latter being S l l per night alone. 
The non- 
theatrieal people, on the other ham!, admit 
these com plaints in part, but add that the 
stage, in its old, worn drapery, is not only 
unattractive, but from familiarity is repulsive, 
and destroys the effect of the finest picture 
which m ay be set upon it. 
That it requires 
personal sacrifice to endure an evening amidst 
the discomforts of the auditorium, and fre­ 
quently places health at stake. 
That prices 
are too high, the auditor being forced to take 
a $1 seat or clim b to a filthy gallery at 50 
cents, there being no graded seats or circles.

M any have been the strange depositories 
men have chosen in which to conceal their 
treasures. 
A n old stocking cast carelessly 
beneath the lied ; a boot pitched into the 
corner ; a hollow log in the wood-pile ; the 
cavity behind a loose brick in the chim ney 
corner; the flour barrel; the bunch of sage 
hanging back of the kitchen stove ; the vase 
upon the m a n tel; gach has been a favored 
hiding place, and each in turn have proved 
broken reed-:. 
B u t it remained for 1Í. K . 
M ick of this city, an old and respected citi- 
zep, to establish a hank which had neither 
bolts nor bars to its vault, p id no int-rest to 
depositors, and held pass-books in unutterable 
con tem p t; a bank of which he was the sole 
officer and the ei.ly creditor, and y et there 
pallia a tim e when a run broke it—" burstud 
i t ” (to use the unpardonable slang of the 
day)—when one who was not a depositor, had 
no claim on the gen ral fund, and not the 
slightest interest in the reserve, “ called ” 
upon the hank, and w ith a promptness re­ 
markable in this day and age it responded. 
Mr. W ick keeps a storage near the corner of 
Tenth and J streets. 
H e does a business 
which m ight w ith advantage engage much 
capital here ; he stores graiu and makes ad­ 
vances thereon. 
X ot long since he had use 
for quite a large sum of money, and began to 
.call in his loans. 
Jt was then Mr. W ick con­ 
ceived the idea of opening a bank “ all to 
him self.” 
Accordingly, instead of putting 
all his m oney in his safe in the store, he took 
advantage of tiie cavity in a pile of barley, 
sacked 
and stacked upon the floor of his 
storage-room. 
Here, in two large sacks, he 
deposited §3,547, and replacing the sacks in 
order, declared the hank closed, though, as the 
sequel proved, it had not suspended payment. 
Of this deposit—which, hv the way, was Hot 
the Hr.-t, for. he ha-1 som etime used the hid­ 
ing place for a like purpose—a little over 
§2,90*1 was his own. about § 4 0 0 belonged to 
John Miller, and some § 2 0 0 to an Odd F el­ 
lows’T.odge, the'sum s being in Mr. W ick’s 
bauds for safe keeping. 
On Saturday, Janu­ 
ary 24th, the money was on deposit; in the 
barley hank. 
Of that Mr. W iek had oceu- 
lar evidence. 
A t 5 p. m. on that day he 
pas.-ed through the storage house, and the 
i ank was O. K ., at least there was no evi­ 
dence apparent of any call having been 
made, for the barley was piled up in apple- 
pie order. 
On Sunday Mr. W ick, who lives 
over his store-room, w ent down to let the cat 
out, which is impris uted there nightly to 
keep the rats and mice company. “ T hom as” 
heard his master coining, and was ready for 
him, so that when 
the door was opened 
he 
“ bounced ” 
himself 
out 
at 
once, 
and 
thus 
Mr. 
W ick 
was 
relieved 
of 
the 
necessity’ 
of going 
into 
the 
stor­ 
age 
house 
and 
enticing w ith pet calls 
the som etime perverse Thomas from the 
society of his rodent friends, and her.ce it 
cannot with certainty be assumed that the 
bank was still intact, for its chief stockholder 
did not pay it a visit, which but for the readi­ 
ness of the cat he would have done, but it is 
entirely probable the money was, at that time, 
still on deposit. Mr. W ick’s son George visits 
him and dines w ith him every Sunday. About 
4 P. Jt. George left the rooms up stairs and 
went down into the store-rooms to crack a 
dishful of walnuts, a delicacy of which the 
family is fond, and which led to the discovery 
about to be related. 
In a few m oments Mr. 
W ick followed George to the store for the 
purpose of ¡placing the cat upon the nightly 
duty to which he was regularly assigned, and 
which deprived Thomas of nocturnal rambles 
beyond the four walls of the store-house. 
A s 
Mr. W ick entered the store George remarked 
that lie had expected him to come down as 
many 
of 
the 
barley 
sacks 
had fallen 
ver 
and 
he 
supposed 
he 
would 
want 
them 
put 
up 
again. 
* A 
glance 
showed that there had been a “ run ” on the 
bank, and an instant exam ination disclosed 
the fact that the run had resulted in a total 
rem oval of the deposits. 
The key to the 
outer door had been left in it on the outside 
all that day, from ihe tim e th ecat sprang out 
in the morning. 
The money m ust have been 
taken o:i Sunday. 
It was there Saturday 
even in g; had the theft taken place at night-, 
tiie thief, it is reasonable to presume, would 
have piled the sacks up again in order to have 
delayed discovery. 
B ut as the miscreant 
stole the hags by day, he had no tim e to spare 
in which to replane the barley sacks in their 
order. 
M r. \ \ ick says he had never told 
any 
persorf 
about 
the 
hiding-place, 
not even his wife. 
B ut he has learned, and 
every person ought to remember, that when 
a tiiief sets ahout to rob a house he carefully 
studies the hah.ts of the inmates, and fre­ 
quently takes observations for weeks before 
he “ cracks the crib.” 
So soon aw the loss of 
the money was (JI covered the theft was re­ 
ported to the police department, hut as there 
is not the slightest cine to the thief it is en­ 
tirely improbable that the officers w ill he able 
to enable Mr. W ick to restore his deposits to 
his rifled barley hank. 


THE FUli£P.AL 0 ? MISS NELLIE CROCKER. 


The funeral of M iss X ellie Crocker took 
place yesterday afternoon from the residence 
of her mother, M rs. E . B. Crocker, corner of 
Third and O streets, and was the largest 
witnessed in this city for m any years. 
The 
spacious m ansion was filled w ith the relations 
and more intim ate friends of the fam ily, in­ 
cluding a large number from San Francisco, 
while in the yard and upon the walks and 
streets was a still greater assemblage, in all 
numbering not less than 1.590 people. Am ong 
these outside m ight he seen a large number 
of the poor, to which class the deceased, by 
her libera! donations and tireless efforts in 
their behalf, had especially endeared herself. 
The opening of the funeral services was a 
hymn sung by a quarter, composed of John 
M cXeil), Louis Bein, Godwin M cN eill and 
E . D . Crandal, with accompaniment by Mrs. 
Berkey. 
Scripture selections were then read 
by Rev. D r. D w in ell and followed by prayer, 
after which was sang a chant, “ Come L nto 
M e.” 
The services were hrief, and 
at their 
conclusion 
the 
last look upon 
the 
de­ 
ceased was taken, which 
occupied quite 
a length of tim e, from the large number 
present. 
The floral decorations about the 
casket and apartm ent where it was located 
were of the choicest evergreens and flowers, 
atnl wrought w ith m ost exquisite workman­ 
ship. 
M any of the floral offerings were 
brought from ¡San Francisco, 
'the casket, 
which was of plain, rich rosewood, with silver 
mountings, was placed m idway between the 
two parlors, and rested upon tw o square col­ 
umn pedestals, covered w ith white corded 
silk trimmed w ith silver fringe and moldings. 
A t the head of the casket, upon a small 
stand, stood a cross about three feet in bight, 
covered with 
English variegated ivy and 
intertwined with daphne and other flowers. 
U pon the cross w as a wreath composed of 
sm ilax, cam ellias, tuberoses and ageratum. 
A t the foot of the casket, upon another small 
stand twined w ith sm ilax, was a dove formed of 
camellias, tuberoses and laiircstii.es, perched 
upon a wreath of sim ilar flowers. 
A t the 
foot of the stand was a floral pillow, having 
a border of sm ilax and daphne, the pillow be­ 
ing of 
ageratum, upon which the word 
“ R e s t” was worked in violets, the whole 
decorated w ith camellias and jasm ine, sur­ 
mounted by a heart composed of maiden 
hair, fern and violets. 
Another pillar of flowers was placed beside 
it, with body of candy-tuft decorated with 
camellias, tuhe-roses, heliotrope, white carna­ 
tions and bevardia, surmounted by an arch of 
srailax w ith the word “ R est” also in violets. 
Xe..r by, supported by a sm all floral pedestal, 
was 
a 
star, 
having a large cam ellia 
in 
the center, with radiations of fine white flow­ 
ers and carnations. There were also upon the 
carpet, umlerneatli and around the c.tsket, 
anchors, crosses, wreaths, harps and stars of 
sim ilar flowers, and also a delicate easel, upon 
which was worked the letter “ X ” in violets. 
A t the side of the room stood two easels, upon 
which were placed portraits of the deceased 
anil that of her late sister, K atie, hot it dec­ 
orated by wreath work of sm ilax doted with 
white .flowers and violets. 
Between these 
two portraits stood a 
pedestal of Cali­ 
fornia onyx festooned w ith 
sm ilax, upon 
which rested a leaning anchor, covered with 
ferns and flowers, prominent among which 
were white azaleas ; also, in the room stood a 
large plant of the azalea in full bloom. 
A t the conclusion of the ceremonies the 
procession, which extended several squares, 
formed on Third street, aud proceeded by 
way of M and Tenth to the C ity Cemetery, 
where the remains were buried in the family 
plat. 
A nother piece was sung by the quar­ 
tet, com mencing “ Sister, rest,” at the close 
of which the final ceremonies were con­ 
cluded with prayer by Rev. Dr. D w inell.
